Most people believe, or 
at least feel, that the business they 
have in hand in the government of

conform 
the 
child's will to their own. 
What is 
falsely called family government is in 
most families a selfish struggle be 
tween the willfulness of the parent 
and the 
willfulness o^ the child, a 
struggle between the strong and the 
weak, in which the weak goes down. 
"But have I not a right to 
be 
obeyed?" asks some indignant par- 
ent who has read thus far. We an- 
swer that your question betrays the 
selfishness of your demand. You are 
thinking of your right, and not of the 
child's good. Half your failure lies 
just there. And, if you insist on a 
categorical answer to your question in 
regard to your right, we answer, with 
more indignation than you ask it, 
that you have no right to exact obedi- 
ence unless you exact the obedience 
for the child's good, instead oi for 
your pleasure. 
we do not say 


that the child, except in flagrant 
cases, has a right to refuse obedience. 
The child has no right to judge of 
your motives or your wisdom. 
But 
you have no general right to exercise 
your authority fftr the mere sake of 
t)eing obeyed. For, let us repeat, the 
chief object of family government 
should be to teach a cnild to doVith- 
oufc your authority. 
An eminent 
writer has" said, in his quaint way, 
that there is just as much ramily gov- 
ernment now as there was formerly, 
but that more of it is in the hands of 
the children, which is a matter not to 
be regretted.

A Bit of History. 


In one of the main halls of tbe 
world-renowned Charity hospital, of 
New Orleans, a beautiful tablet re- 
cords the history of a noble deed, 
which should bs a source of pride to 
every Pennsylvanian. Ic is this "The 
Charity Hospital of Louisiana was 
founded in the year 17SG by Don 
Andres Almonaster Y' Roxas, 
to 
whose generous endowment, munifi- 
cence of the legislature of this state, 
and the liberality of the state of 
Pennsylvania, the community is in- 
debted for the means of erecting this 
edifice," iu the year MDCccxxxri. 
This recalls the fact that since 1868 
its existence h#s baen continued by 
means of the endowment of the Lou- 
isiana State Lottery company, giving 
it over $400,000 in that time. A let- 
ter addressed to M. A. Dauphin, New 
Orleans, La., or snme person^ at No.

STBAMGE AITSTKBT. 


BlseoTery of Two Bloody Copses in 
tlie Woods ftsar HIOSCOIT, Indiana. 
A dispatch dated at Moscow, Indi- 


ana, of Dec. 8, has the following 


startling announcement: 


The people of this town and vicinity 
were thrown into a violent state of 
excitement yesterday morning by the 
report that some unknown man had 
murdered a woman who was with him 
and then committed suicide by shoot- 
ing himself thruugh the head. 
A 
half witted young man named Wilson 
discovered while out hunting yester- 
day morning the dead bodies of a 
man and woman carefully secluded in 
a ravine two miles from this place. 
Wilson's statement is as 
follows: 
' Over by the stream, in that deep 
place I found a woman, and a little 
piece from her was a man. 
I thought 
they was asleep, and went up to them, 
and there was blood all aver them. 
It scared me, and I started home, but 
told two men what I saw." 


A search was organized, and in a 
deep, short ravine, a few rods from a 
a small stream, were found the bodies 
of two unknown persons, a man 
and 
a woman, each having a pistol-ball 
through the he.\d. 


Before|the coroner could arrive more 
than 200 people had gathered in the 
vicinity of where the terrible tragedy 
had been enacted. 
Every one in the 
crowd Had some theory to 
advance, 
but the truth of the matter 
that no 
one knows anything about it, the en- 
tire affair being shrouded in mystery. 
The m^n was apparently thirty-five 
years old, about five feet six inches 
high, 
would 
weigh 
nearly 
150 
pounds, and was tolerably well dressed. 
His face was smooth, with the excep- 
tion of very light side whiskers, which 
were black, the same color as his hair. 
His hair was saturated with blood, 
and his face and clothes were covered 
with it. 
In his right temple was an 
ugly-looking hole made by a thirty- 
two caliber ball, and near his side was 
the weapon used, a five shot Smith 
& Wesson. 
The bullet plowed its 
way through his head, coming 
out 
just behind the left ear, no doubt 
causing instant death. 


About five feet from him was the 
body of the woman. 
She, from all 
appearances, was some years younger 
than the man, and was not handsome 
in any sense of the word. She was 
taller and more spare than the man, 
and her features were coarse and ir- 
regular. She, too, was neatly dressed, 
though the material of her clothes 
was cheap goods. 
The hair and eves 
were both light. 
In the head was 
found the traces of the fatal ball, it 
having entered near the left eye, pass- 
ing out at the back of the head about 
an inch below where it entered. 
She 
was literally smeared all over with 
blood. 
The hair was matted solid, 
and from head to foot the clothing 
was soaked. It has been impossible to 
i ientify the parties, as they are entire 
strangers, neither of them 
having 
ever been seen in this locality before. 
But 
for 
the 
circumstances 
of 
the revolver having been found by 
tlie man's side, it would 
look as 
though they 
had »been 
murdered. 
The »supposition is that the man first 
piioL the woman where the boy Wilson 
»uv tfif biood he spoke of, and then 
diM^'.eed her into the ravine, where he 
ended his own existence wifli the 
same weapon. 
There were no papers, 
letters, or anything by which to gain 
even the slightest clue as to who the 
pnrtieH were, where they cam from, or 
their business. 
No marks of commo- 
tion v;ere anywhere visib'e. and the 
cioth^s vere not disarranjrpd in a wny 
tiuit highwaymen would Jt^ave them. 
The caae is without parallel in this 
county, and hi»s caused the greatest 
excitement ot anything that ever oc- 
curred before.
